ADOLF GROWOLL. 

Honor to a man who bore himself bravely, 
who did his work well, who left a memory to 
respect and love! 

Adolf Growoll came of solid German stock, 
his father, John Growoll, and his mother, 
who was Louise Weber, both of Rechenburg 
n the Fatherland, having come to America 
after the revolutionary days of 1848, with 
other voluntary exiles who found in America 
the freer land which they had failed to make 
of the home country. The East Side of New 
York w^as then occupied largely by this Ger¬ 
man colony, and here, on Third Street, be¬ 
tween Avenues A and B, opposite the Church 
of the Most Holy Redeemer, their son Adolf 
was born June 19, 1850. As a lad he made in¬ 
stinctive choice of his future calling, for when 
but eight years old he spent his Saturdays and 
other hours out of school at Schroeder’s 
bookstore on Avenue A, helping tend counter 
and run errands, a precocious prophecy of 
his later association with the booktrade. 
Fifty years later this early incident gave oc¬ 
casion for the celebration of a half-century 
of connection with the bookselling trade. 

One of Mr. Growoll’s reminiscences was a 
gruesome incident of his early boyhood, for 
he actually saw “John Brown’s body lying in 
the grave”—more accurately in his coffin—on 
the way to the final sepulchre at North Elba, 
where the great boulder is his monument. A 
schoolmate w^as the son of the undertaker 
who had charge of John Brown’s remains 
while on their way from the scene of the 
execution to the Adirondack country which 
was his home, and the lad took Adolf with 
him to his father’s shop, where he saw the 
venerable body in its coffin. This w r as in 
1859, when the boy was nine years old, and 
it is no wonder that the incident made a 
lasting impression. He was, of course, too 
young to go to the war, but its patriotic in¬ 
fluence was not lost upon him as a citizen. 

Young Growoll remained at school until 
fourteen, living successively at Seventh 
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Street and Avenue A, in Avenue A at Fourth 
Street, and later, until his marriage, at the 
house which his father had purchased at 
61 Rivington Street, just back of the pres¬ 
ent University Settlement House. At four¬ 
teen he left school and took to work, finding 
his first occupation in the clothing house of 
White & Longstreet. One sad day, while he 
w'as on the top story of their building, he fell 
by mischance into the elevator shaft, fractur¬ 
ing his skull, and w r as taken to the New York 
Hospital, then in the midst of the stretch of 
green on Broadway opposite Thomas (now- 
upper Pearl) Street, near w r hich locality his 
later years were largely spent. For seven 
weary months he lay in hospital, and for a 
year and a half in all he was incapacitated 
from work. But his constitution carried him 
through, though in later life he suffered 
from severe headaches and other distresses, 
which were probably aftermath of this early 
accident. On his recovery he found a place 
in Sackett’s perfume and barber supply 
business, where he did so well in keeping the 
stock in order, and afterward in collecting 
bills, that he attracted the favorable notice 
of others, and before he was eighteen became 
a collector on his own account for this busi¬ 
ness and others. He became the proud pos¬ 
sessor of a horse and buggy, in which he 
made collecting tours about New York, es¬ 
pecially in the upper part of the island, and 
in this business he made as much as $75 in 
a single week. The temptations of the road¬ 
houses, which were then many in the country 
part of Manhattan Island, did not entice him, 
but his father felt that this roving and irre¬ 
sponsible occupation was no solid foundation 
for success, and gave Adolf his choice of a 
trade. He chose printing, and it is interesting 
to note that this became a calling for the 
family, as a sister and other relatives also 
became expert in that trade. 

The young man went to the case in 
Schwank’s printing establishment, which was 
then doing the work of the Army and Navy 
Journal, established by Colonel Church. The 
youthful printer proved a handy man about 
the place, and showed his editorial bent by 
picking out bits of German army news to fill 
out the shortage of a column, and by like 
clever helpfulness. This dexterity, physical 
and mental, brought him to the favorable at¬ 
tention of Colonel Church. The printing of¬ 
fice later became that of Waldron & Paine, 
and printed not only the Army and Navy 
Journal but the Galaxy, for Colonel Church, 
and the Baptist Union, apparently a Free Will 
Baptist paper. Young Growoll became fore- 
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man of the Baptist Union composing room, 
and here he met Miss Esther Entwistle, a 
skilled woman compositor working at case 
there, who became his wife, October 31, 1876. 
The young couple, still loyal to the East Side, 
set up housekeeping at Fifth Street and Ave¬ 
nue A, but a year or two afterward joined in 
the upward march, which left the German 
East Side to be populated by the later races 
of immigrants. Not long after the marriage, 
the Baptist Union went out of existence, as 
the result of dissensions within its proprie¬ 
torship, and the young husband was thrown 
upon his own resources. For the good part 
of a year he turned to any work upon which 
he could lay hand, and at last found a place 
in the Rogers & Sherwood printing establish¬ 
ment, then printing The Publishers' 
Weekly for Mr. Leypoldt. 

If we recall rightly, Adolf Growoll, now 
twenty-seven, had previously attracted the 
favorable notice of Frederick Leypoldt, as a 
boy after his own heart, when he was with 
Waldron & Paine, then, we believe, at 37 
Park Row, where The Publishers’ Weekly 
also had its office. In 1877 he was the inter¬ 
mediary between the Rogers & Sherwood 
plant and The Publishers' Weekly edi¬ 
torial rooms; when he brought proof he 
watched the editor at work, and evidently 
took an intelligent interest in the routine of 
the editorial rooms. Mr. Leypoldt was so 
pleased with the alert and attentive make-up 
of the young man that he offered him a place 
in his own office, and'he came to the service 
of The Publishers' Weekly on June 19, 
1877, his first work being to help Mr. Ley¬ 
poldt in the preparation of the Educational 
Catalogue of that year, for which his accu¬ 
racy proved his entire fitness. This was the 
start of both his editorial and his biblio¬ 
graphical career. 

From that day until the day of his death, 
his associations were exclusively with 'The 
Publishers' Weekly, his associates in its 
office, and the friends of the booktrade, with 
whom it brought him into touch, and its 
record and personnel are a part of his biog¬ 
raphy. Accordingly we print elsewhere in 
this memorial number an account of his asso¬ 
ciates and associations in this office. 

Under the change of administration in 1884, 
Mr. Growoll continued to develop in import¬ 
ance in his relations with the Weekly until 
he became its Managing Editor, and took a 
large share of the responsibility for its con¬ 
duct. In these later years, although such legal 
and fiscal subjects as copyright, trade reform, 


and trade discounts have been handled from 
the desk of the editor-in-chief, Mr. Growoll 
has contributed a large share of the editorial 
articles in The Publishers' Weekly, espe¬ 
cially those relating to management within the 
trade, and out of these articles has come his 
most valuable contribution to the trade, his 
work on “The Profession of Bookselling." 
He had been constantly urged by his asso¬ 
ciates to complete this work as a service to 
the trade and a monument to himself, by the 
issue of a third and concluding part, but for 
this he had never found time. Most of the 
writing for this concluding part, on the 
antiquarian bookstore and other topics, had, 
however, already been done in the editorial 
columns, and his associates hope within the 
coming year to complete the volume from 
this material. The title of this work gives 
in a phrase Mr. Growoll’s sense of the high 
calling to which he had devoted himself as 
an editor, and he did his work always in the 
spirit of the excerpt from Lord Bacon which 
Frederick Leypoldt years ago put at the head 
of the editorial columns of The Publishers' 
Weekly. He counted himself a debtor to 
his profession, and the profession of book¬ 
selling has generously acknowledged its in¬ 
debtedness to him. 

Of his other bibliographical and biograph¬ 
ical writings a bibliography is given else¬ 
where in this memorial number. Bibliog¬ 
raphy became his recreation, although in 
the same line of toil with his daily work 
and thus not a diversion from it, and his 
several volumes in this field have given him 
a high place among American bibliographers 
and helped set a high standard for American 
bibliography. He liked to do justice to those 
who had gone before, and his memorials, 
separately published or found in the obituary 
columns of The Publishers' Weekly, were 
models of careful detail and wholesome ap¬ 
preciation. No one was better acquainted 
than he with the personnel, living or dead, of 
the American booktrade. 

His helpful work for the booktrade, how¬ 
ever, was not wholly confined to The Pub¬ 
lishers' Weekly, great as was his service 
through its columns. He took an active part 
as a personal counsellor in many trade move ¬ 
ments, and after the reorganization of the 
American Booksellers’ Association was a 
chief adviser in its councils. The appre¬ 
ciation of his fellows in this association 
was shown in May, 1908, by the presenta¬ 
tion of a gold watch and of a volume con¬ 
taining many letters of respect and affection, 
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which are in part reproduced elsewhere. He 
was one of the organizers of the Booksellers’ 
League of New York City, served it as its 
president, and was from its beginning an 
inspiring leader. His history of the first ten 
years of “The Booksellers’ League” is one 
of his most appreciated publications. He was 
an early member of the New' York Library 
Club, and had contributed some articles with 
his signature and much bibliographical mate¬ 
rial to the columns of The Library Journal , 
and many librarians as well as members of 
the booktrade were counted among his per¬ 
sonal friends. 

His early experience as a printer stood him 
in good stead throughout his life, and his 
skill as bibliographer and printer were united 
in the publications under the imprint of The 
Dibdin Press, which represented the interest 
of a little group of those close to him. The 
actual typesetting was done in the home of a 
friend, under his supervision, by his niece, 
Miss Minnie Greenhalgh, whom he had prac¬ 
tically adopted as a daughter, giving to her 
scarcely less care and affection than to his 
beloved own daughter, and the presswork 
was done by his friend, Andrew H. Kellogg. 

Happily he had recreative opportunities 
outside the office and his every day work, 
and in 1888 and in 1894 he spent some time 
in Europe. Later he enjoyed a winter vacation 
in Bermuda, and in 1901, with his wife and 
daughter, he spent much of the summer in 
Europe, on a silver wedding journey. He 
used to tell with great pleasure of an incident 
at Rome during that trip, when, on present¬ 
ing his card to an Italian bookseller, the 
latter at once produced a copy of The Pub¬ 
lishers’ Weekly in recognition. During 
these years he had several illnesses, some of 
length, and last spring he seemed to himself 
and to his associates aged beyond his years. 
He spent his vacation, however, among the 
inspiring influences of the White Mountains, 
at Jackson, New Hampshire, and after a 
rest-cure there and a visit with friends on the 
Massachusetts coast, he reported that he had 
not felt so well in years, and he carried 
through the difficult work of The Christmas 
Bookshelf with less weariness and strain 
than for many years. 

On Saturday morning, November 27. after 
the Christmas number had been issued, he was 
crossing from City Hall Park on his way to 
the office when he slipped and fell, evidently 
because of a careless bit of peel on the side¬ 
walk. The knee-cap was fractured by the fall, 
and some ligaments torn, and he was taken in 
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an ambulance to the House of Relief in Hud¬ 
son Street, the emergency branch of the New 
York Hospital in which he had been a patient 
sufferer so many years before. He had little 
pain, and was entirely cheerful and hopeful, 
and on Sunday noon submitted to an opera¬ 
tion under ether for the setting of the bone 
and the joining of the ligaments, apparently 
with good results. He preferred to remain 
in the large ward, where, as he said, he could 
occupy his mind with the study of human 
nature, but at the solicitation of his associates 
he permitted himself to be moved to a pri¬ 
vate room early in the week. Meantime, it 
had become evident that the general condi¬ 
tions of his system were not favorable to 
recovery from the accident, but it was thought 
unwise to lessen his chances by disclosing 
this to him, and he remained cheerful and in 
expectation of returning home, setting for 
himself the very day on which the last good¬ 
bye was said to him at Woodlawn. Except 
as he dropped into sleep or a comatose 
condition, his mind remained perfectly clear, 
and he recognized the few friends who were 
permitted to call upon him so late as the 
morning of his death. But at three o’clock 
of Tuesday, December 7, he lost conscious¬ 
ness, and he passed quietly away that evening, 
about eight o’clock, his family and some of 
his closest associates being with him until the 
end. Without physical pain, without mental 
depression, and with free spirit, he passed 
from earth. 

The record of the life of Adolf Growoll is 
written in his work and in the hearts of his 
friends better than it can be in any memorial 
such as this. To his character, the high and 
intimate praise of his friends bears best wit¬ 
ness. Of somewhat gruff manner at times, 
so that his pet-name in the office was a little 
pun on his own surname, this scarcely con¬ 
cealed, even for a moment, the real heartiness 
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of his nature. He was loyal to the utmost 
throughout a large and ever-widening circle 
of friends, and his helping hand and sym¬ 
pathetic word were always at the service of 
those who needed it. What he accomplished 
through frugality and careful living was an 
example to easy spenders, for, despite the 
large patronage of The Publishers' Weekly, 
the necessary cost of editorial preparation, 
and even more of manufacture, has kept the 
margin of profit small, and the profit-sharing 
in which he was a participant did not suffice 
to give him an income at all adequate to his 
work and his needs. But of what he had, he 
made the most, and no man ever accomplished 
more, if so much, helping his relatives and 
friends freely as he did, with so little. This 
illustrates the real solidity with which his 
character and his life were builded. There 
was no* sham or assumption about him, and 
he hated sham and assumption in others. He 
rang true. He wrote and preached truth. He 
exemplified friendship. The world was the 
better for him, and in his loss the world, and 
chiefly his friends, are the poorer. 

The kindness of the nurses and others to 
Mr. Growoll and his family and associates 
during the last days at the House of Relief 
in Hudson Street reflected the respect and 
cheerfulness which he showed as a patient 
there. They were not sad days, except in 
the forebodings of those who loved him. 

This feeling of cheerfulness in sorrow, rather 
than the gloom of loss, pervaded the funeral 
services, which were held on Friday evening, 
December 10, at the Park Avenue Methodist 
Church, at Eighty-sixth Street. He was a 
member of the Masonic fraternity, associated 
with Chancellor Walworth Lodge, No. 271, 
F. and A. M., and the service was conducted 
with Masonic rites, in the presence of a 
great number of his associates among 
publishers and booksellers, and of other 
friends. The church services consisted of 
prayer and Scripture reading by Rev. De 
Witt B. Thompson, pastor of the church, after 
which a large wreath of laurel from the 
woods at Glendale, Stockbridge, in the 
Berkshires, where Mr. Growoll had been a 
welcomed visitor, was brought to the bier by 
Mr. R. R. Bowker, who spoke a last word of 
farewell from his associates, substantially as 
follows: 

“I bring to the bier of our dead friend—our 
dear friend, dead to our eyes but living to 
our hearts—this wreath of laurel from the 
woods he loved, for the laurel typifies and 


crowns achievement accomplished and duty 
done. A great preacher has said that the 
chief purposes and achievements of human 
life are character and service. Our friend 
achieved character, guarded perhaps as a 
chestnut burr guards its treasures, and like 
it opening at the touch of friendship to dis¬ 
close the rich, sweet, wholesome fruitage at 
the heart of it. A beloved comrade, a sym¬ 
pathetic co-worker, a steadfast friend—he 
realized throughout life the vital principle of 
religion, the true spirit of Masonry, in loving 
service to his fellow-men. Born in New 
York, Adolf Growoll loved New York as a 
citizen should love the city of his birth; he 
became a student of her history, and loved 
her the more. He found his calling with 
early prescience when, as a very little boy of 
eight, outside school hours, he tended shop 
at a neighborhood bookstore, a bookseller 
in miniature edition. It was only last year 
that, though he was not yet sixty years of 
age, his friends celebrated the half-century 
of his association with the booktrade. He 
came first to his real work in life through his 
apprenticeship to ‘the art preservative of all 
arts/ and here he met his lifelong companion, 
the beloved partner of his trials and his joys. 
It has been well said that for each man there 
should be vocation and avocation—avocation 
the business by which a man earns his bread, 
vocation the high calling to which his spirit 
leads him. Happy the man who finds, as did 
our friend, his vocation and avocation to¬ 
gether in his chosen profession. No man 
ever realized more to the full the saying of 
Lord Bacon that every man is a debtor to his 
profession, and in turn the profession of 
bookselling acknowledged itself debtor to 
him. 

Finis. The end has come. The book is closed, 

All its fair pages read into the past. 

Nay—yet in lines of light its thoughts imposed 

Are in the book of memory bound fast. 

Finis. The end has come. The life is sleeping, 

All its full years dreamed into the dead past. 

Nay—yet the quick soul lives, in our hearts’ keeping, 

And in the book of life no page is last. 

“Hail and farewell, dear friend, as we say 
the last good-bye, the God be with you, the 
prayer that the eternal Good may abide, with 
you and with us, forever. Amen.” 

The interment was at Woodlawn on the 
succeeding morning, when the sun shone 
brightly in a cloudless sky and gave symbol 
of consolation to those mourning, but in 
joyous memory. 
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We say that it is ended, Noble Heart, 
And yet we know 

It is not from thy spirit that we part 
When thou must go 

To those dim worlds of beauty far away! 

The flame that burned within thee shineth 
still, 

To give us light! 

We feel thy faith, the fervor of thy will, 
Thy love of right, 

Thy sweet companionship of every day! 

And when our call shall come, the shad¬ 
owed path 

Will seem less drear 
In that the brightness of thy spirit hath 
Since made it dear

SOME MEMORIES. 

When a child of seven I was adopted into 
the family of my uncle, F. W. Christern, at 
that time the foreign bookseller of the United 
States. When Frederick Leypoldt, the 
founder of The Publishers' Weekly., came 
to America to stay (1857) he found his place 
open for him with F. W. Christern, and in 
the manner of those days he was taken into 
Mr. Christern’s home to board, as part of his 
wages. One of his duties was to stop on his 
way home to luncheon and escort my sister 
and me from Miss Green's school, No. 1 
Fifth Avenue, to our dwelling, 123 West 
Thirteenth Street. This mercurial German 
enthusiast was different from everything the 
little “queer” girl of seven had ever seen or 
imagined. We lived in a “bromide” house¬ 
hold, and from the first glance we knew we 
were kindred spirits in judging our sur¬ 
roundings. The foreign young man made a 
great pet of his little American comrade, and 
strove hard to learn English quickly by her 
loquacious and critical help. 

In The Publishers' Weekly for April 5, 
1884, are given the details of Frederick Ley- 
poldt’s life. In 1867 he married the little 
“queer” girl, having waited just long enough 
for her to grow up (within two months of 
eighteen, quite usual in those days). From 
that hour dates my association with every 
bibliographical, literary and trade interest of 
the publishing and book business of the 
United States. 

Mr. Leypoldt thought his plans aloud to 
his wife, and she was anything but the re¬ 
straining influence prudence counselled. Her 
one thought was to give him the freedom he 
needed, to carry on the household by teach¬ 


ing and all kinds of work, so that he could 
have every dollar for his life’s dreams. The 
Leypoldt home was always a second work¬ 
shop, and many good housewives looked in 
amazement at tables strewed with papers and 
the makings of catalogues, at bare floors and 
many needs, while several members of The 
Publishers' Weekly staff worked week after 
week in Mr. Leypoldt’s home, and his 
wife made paste for the work and dinners 
for the helpers, and learned to love them all 
and recognize their devotion to their leader. 
By this time Mr. Leypoldt spoke English 
more easily than his native German, and his 
editorial work shows a peculiar gift of style. 

In 1877 Mr. Growoll came permanently as 
help to The Publishers' Weekly office. He 
had also already appeared at the home sev¬ 
eral times in the many capacities in which he 
always was ready to get near Mr. Leypoldt, 
whom he from the first so enthusiastically 
admired and to whom Mr. Growoll’s qualities 
of German order, attention to detail and 
genius for work made him a congenial spirit. 
While working together for six years they 
became the closest of friends. On his death¬ 
bed Mr. Leypoldt left his family in Mr. 
Growoll’s care, and Mr. Growoll fulfilled the 
trust sometimes at great sacrifice of time 
and business opportunities. 

Realizing that overwork had brought Mr. 
Leypoldt into dangerous physical and mental 
condition, I planned to learn his business and 
support my children. In 1883 I came to The 
Publishres' Weekly office as very raw 
material. Mr. Growoll showed all his fair, 
unselfish generosity in teaching me the busi¬ 
ness, and upon Mr. Leypoldt’s death together 
with Mr. Bowker made the place for me that 
I have filled for twenty-five years. Side by 
side we worked. I taught him what he needed 
most—the English language; and he taught 
me every detail from writing wrappers to 
doing his work in his absence. 

Here again my inborn ambition helped me 
to urge Mr. Growoll on and make him aware 
of the qualities in him as yet not made potent 
by education. He was a rare pupil. So quick 
to appreciate his weakness, so quick to sur¬ 
pass his teacher. 

He loved the work, but greatly for the sake 
of helping Mr. Leypoldt’s family he stayed by 
it when he was offered far better things 
financially. 

Although born in New York City, it was 
in a wholly German district, and learning 
German first, Mr. Growoll always spoke Eng¬ 
lish with a slight German accent, although 
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of later years the English was wholly familiar 
to him, and he thought in English and wrote 
a terse, concentrated style wholly his own. 

Both Mr. Leypoldt and Mr. Growoll spoke 
a dialect of Southern Germany, but besides 
acquiring the English language they learned 
to speak and write wholly correct academic 
German by constant practice in long discus¬ 
sions generally related to the booktrade and 
their hopes and fears for it. 

Mr. Growoll was entirely happy in his work 
for The Publishers' Weekly. Mr. Bowker, 
always to the front in many business and 
civic interests, early recognized the calibre of 
his editorial assistant, generously acknowl¬ 
edged his capacity and gave him the room for 
his individuality to develop and make a rec¬ 
ognized place for him in the book world. 
This freedom was more to Mr. Growoll than 
great worldly riches. 

To have lived in daily comradeship with 
two such men as Frederick Leypoldt and 
Adolf Growoll from 1857 to 1909 I count 
among the great privileges of my life, and 
I take no small pride in having faithfully, 
critically and exactingly taught them both 
the medium in which they spoke such hopeful, 
cheering, useful things to their fellow-men. 

Both men had the rare humor that makes 
the whole world kin, and of both the greatest 
characteristic, beyond all their knowledge, 
education and untiring study was—kindliness. 
They were the life of every gathering, and 
no one ever met or parted from either of 
them without a smile, more often a hearty 
laugh. They both embodied fun and healthy 
pleasure. A. H. Leypoldt.

ASSOCIATES AND ASSOCIATIONS IN 
THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY OFFICE. 

The Publishers' Weekly with this num¬ 
ber closes its seventy-sixth volume and its 
thirty-eighth year, or, including the life 
of Mr. George W. Childs’s American Pub¬ 
lishers’ Circular and Literary Gazette, of 
which it is the continuation, the fifty-eighth 
year of its existence. During thirty-three of 
these years Adolf Growoll has been closely 
associated with it, as a member of its edi¬ 
torial staff. Frederick Leypoldt had left the 
firm of Leypoldt & Holt in 1871, to devote 
himself to his predestined calling as the 
bibliographer of the American booktrade. 
In 1872, from his office at 712 Broadway,, 
he issued the first two volumes of this 
periodical, under the name of The Publishers’ 
and Stationers’ Weekly Trade Circular, 
which name was changed, at the beginning of 
the second year, to that of The Publishers' 
Weekly, which it has ever since borne. Miss 
Marian M. Monachesi had been in charge of 
the circulating library connected with Mr. 
Leypoldt’s bookstore in Philadelphia, and in 
1873 she resumed service with him in New 
York, helping him on his accounts and in 
writing notices of books, and for thirty-six 
years remained the senior of the office staff. 
Mr. William A. Stewart, who as a boy had 
been a neighbor of the Garigues previous to 
Mr. Leypoldt’s marriage with Miss Augusta 
Garigue in 1867, came into Mr. Leypoldt’s 
employ as bookkeeper November 30, 1874, 
and later succeeded Miss Monachesi’s brother 
in charge of the advertising department, in 
the relation which he still maintains. Mrs. 
Augusta H. Leypoldt came into practical 
touch with the office in 1883, when the conse¬ 
quences of over-work and over-worry which 
had resulted from her husband’s devotion to 
his chosen calling had begun to presage his 
too early death, on March 31, 1884. These 
early and lifelong associations made of The 
Publishers' Weekly staff a family of close 
intimacy, and the circle was not broken until 
this year 1909, when the death of Miss 
Monachesi preceded that of Mr. Growoll. 
For many years past a round table in a Ger¬ 
man restaurant not far from the office had 
been reserved, each business day, for this 
little family at luncheon time, and many 
friends and visitors have enjoyed the hos¬ 
pitality and good fellowship of the noonday 
hour at this place. 

The present writer had become acquainted 
with Frederick Leypoldt as a publisher 
forty years ago, while literary editor of 
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the Evening Mail, and did his first work 
for Mr. Leypoldt in the review of “Liter¬ 
ature in America in 1871/’ which formed 
a feature of tne Trade Circular Annual of 
1872, the precursor of the Publishers’ 
Trade List Annual. Later, while con¬ 
nected with the literary staff of the New 
York Tribune , he contributed to The Pub¬ 
lishers' Weekly columns, and had a desk 
in its editorial rooms. The relations with 
Mr. Leypoldt became closer and closer, until 
in 1879, to relieve Mr. Leypoldt from the 
embarrassment of the financial load which 
the great undertaking of the “American Cat¬ 
alogue” had' brought upon him, he became the 
proprietor of The Publishers' Weekly, with 
the proviso and expectation that Mr. Ley¬ 
poldt would repurchase the paper after the 
“American Catalogue” of 1876 freed him 
again. Mr. Leypoldt resumed charge of The 
Publishers' Weekly in July, 1880, when the 
present writer went abroad as the representa¬ 
tive of Harper & Brothers, and retained con¬ 
trol until his death in 1884, when the present 
proprietor resumed the relations which have 
lasted until now. 

Miss Helen E. Haines, who came into 
the office in 1892 as a stenographer and 
earned her way to the post of Managing 
Editor of the Library Journal , took her 
place in the friendly intimacy of the edi¬ 
torial family, which Miss Mabel R. Haines 
has retained since she, in 1908, took up her 
sister’s work. It was at the suggestion of 
Mr. Growoll that, in 1904, Mr. John A. 
Holden became Business Manager in succes¬ 
sion to William J. Bell, after the unhappy 
accident which ultimately caused Mr. Bell’s 
death. All these remained close personal 
friends with Mr. Growoll to the end, and al¬ 
though the junior staff had been entirely 
changed, by death or otherwise, this present 
year, as has been said, witnessed the first 
break in the chain of the elders. His juniors 
in the office came to regard Mr. Growoll with 
a respect and affection only second to the 
love of his contemporaries. 

During these years his closest associate 
has been Mrs. Augusta H. Leypoldt, who 
has been not only his most intimate friend, 
especially in hours of illness and trial, but 
his alter ego , in taking upon herself, in addi¬ 
tion to her own work as bibliographical 
editor, his desk work in times of illness or 
vacation absence. 

The office of The Publishers' Weekly 
had been removed in 1873 from 712 Broad¬ 


way to 37 Park Row, in the old World 
building, where Mr. Growoll first knew it 
and where The Library Journal first saw 
the light. In 1879 it removed to 13-15 
Park Row, and in 1882 to 31-32 Park Row, 
where it remained until after Mr. Leypoldt’s 
death. In 1887 the office was removed to 
Franklin Square, at 330 Pearl Street, and 
with it The Library Journal and The Pub¬ 
lishers ' Trade List Annual, which latter 
publications, though under the direction of 
the present writer, were the property of the 
Leypoldt estate, and still remain the property 
of his widow. From 1892 until driven out 
by fire in 1894, the offices were at 28 Elm 
Street, and after a year’s temporary occu¬ 
pancy of 54 Duane Street were removed to 
59 Duane Street, adjoining the Edison build¬ 
ing, where the present writer had his head¬ 
quarters as executive of the Edison Com¬ 
pany. In 1900 they were removed to the 
present location at 298 Broadway. All the 
offices of The Publishers' Weekly, there¬ 
fore, except the first one, are associated in 
remembrance with Mr. Growoll. 

The printers of The Publishers' Weekly 
publications for many years past have been 
The Kay Printing House, Joseph W. Kay, Jr., 
Manager, and although the relations between 
editor and printer are proverbially those of 
strife, Mr. Growoll was always prompt and 
hearty in his appreciation of good work and 
personal service. He was in specially close 
touch and relationship with Mr. Robert Har¬ 
rison, the present foreman of that establish¬ 
ment, and with Mr. Jacob Blasius, who was 
for some years foreman during Mr. Har¬ 
rison’s absence; and an affectionate tribute 
from Mr. Gibson W. Fairman, of the Kay 
counting-room, during Mr. Growoll’s last ill¬ 
ness, was one of the most welcome recogni¬ 
tions of Mr. Growoll’s real relations with 
those with whom he came into indirect touch. 

It had become the pleasant custom of The 
Publishers' Weekly office to recognize 
length of service, not only through its profit- 
sharing plan, but through specific recognition 
of notable anniversaries. Accordingly, on the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of Mr. Growoll’s con¬ 
nection with The Publishers' Weekly, he 
was presented from his associates, through 
the office, June 19, 1902, a set of silver, and 
on the thirtieth anniversary, June 19, 1907, 
a silver loving cup, filled to overflowing with 
the love of all the years that were past—a 
love which survives in the hearts of his asso¬ 
ciates now that he has gone from them. 
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THE GOLDEN JUBILEE TESTIMONIAL. 

Few men in this era of constant change 
attain a golden jubilee in their chosen calling 
at the early age of fifty-eight. Yet this happy 
satisfaction came to Mr. Growoll in 1908, 
when his friends in the booktrade, recogniz¬ 
ing the prophetic significance of those early 
days in Schroeder’s bookshop, celebrated his 
fiftieth anniversary in fitting manner. On 
the evening of May 14, twenty-four of his 
friends joined in a surprise dinner to him 
at the Players’ Club, which was fully re¬ 
ported in The Publishers’ Weekly of May 
23, 1908. 

The following week, at the eighth annual 
banquet of the American Booksellers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, further honor was paid him by the 
presentation of a gold hunting-case watch, 
in the purchase of which his booktrade friends 
the country over had united. The inscription 
was as follows: 

With the Esteem 
of 

The American Booksellers 
to 

A. Growoll 

In grateful recognition of 
fifty years of service 
May 20, 1908. 

With the watch was presented a volume 
handsomely bound in vellum by Mr. Growoll’s 
old friend, Henry Blackwell, which contained 
letters from 112 publishers and booksellers 
who had contributed toward the presentation 
watch. How gladly each one sent his mite 
is well shown in the following tributes taken 
from these letters:

AMERICAN BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATION, 
Walter L. Butler, president. 

A grand man has passed away; a faithful 
servant has been called to his reward, in the 
passing of Mr. Growoll. A life of great use¬ 
fulness. has ceased. 

Representing the American Booksellers’ 
Association, and knowing the sentiments of 
all of them who have come in touch with Mr. 
Growoll, either directly or through the col¬ 
umns of The Publishers' Weekly, I wish 
to bear this slight testimony of our apprecia¬ 
tion of his worth, while living, and of how 
we shall miss him now that he has passed on. 
I think it is absolutely within the bounds of 
truth to say that no one man has labored 
more constantly and arduously for the ben¬ 
efit of the booksellers of the United States 
than did Mr. Growoll. He always had his 
opinions as to what was best for the better¬ 
ment of the trade, and hesitated not to ex¬ 
press them. At the conventions of our Amer- 
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ican Booksellers’ Association he was ever 
present, and always a welcome attendant. 

He will be missed in many ways, but his 
work will live after him, in the improved con¬ 
ditions brought about by his ideas and his 
labors. 

The sympathy of our entire Association 
goes out to Mr. Growoll’s family at this time, 
and we feel that the loss is ours. 

Formal action on his passing away will un¬ 
doubtedly be taken at our approaching con¬ 
vention. In the meantime, I wish to send 
this expression of what I know to be the 
sentiment of the booksellers of the country, 
until such formal action is taken. 

RESOLUTIONS OF BOOKSELLERS' LEAGUE. 

The Booksellers’ League of New York, 
having heard with inexpressible sorrow of 
the death of Adolf Growoll, one of its found¬ 
ers, a member of its Board of .Managers from 
its inception, a former president and the 
League’s historian, a special meeting of the 
Board was held December 9, 1909, at which 
they unanimously adopted the following min¬ 
ute as an earnest of their love and admira¬ 
tion for their late co-worker. 

In this day, when the belief persists that 
commercialism has conquered our life and 
thought, a protest was to be found in the 
person of Adolf Growoll. in whom were 
united the practical and ideal. He was the 
sensitive point at which the profession of 
letters and the business of bookselling 
touched. 

His influence for good was the more far- 
reaching because it was so unobtrusive. His 
genial personality, his wit and good-fellow¬ 
ship, paved the way for the consummation of 
plans conceived in seriousness. 

He did big things and gave expression to 
big ideas in a self-deprecating manner so as 
to focus attention on the subject rather than 
on its exponent. 

Just as he condemned shams did he admire 
genuine striving, and manv will ever remem¬ 
ber the friend who quietly discovered the 
way in which they needed to he helped and 
the kindly manner of his sympathetic encour¬ 
agement. 

Conscious of our own great loss, our 
hearts go out to the bereaved widow and 
daughter, to whom we offer sincere sym¬ 
pathy and such consolation as may be derived 
from the consciousness that the memory of 
Adolf Growoll may live, not only in the 
hearts of his friends, but in the history of 
the calling which he honored.

Whereas, the members of the New York 
Library Club have learned with deep regret 
of the death of Mr. Adolf Growoll, late Man¬ 
aging Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly, 
we desire to put on record this expression of 
our sincere sympathy with his associates in 
the office of that paper and of the Library 
Journal in their great loss, and to express 
our appreciation of the work done by Mr.

Adolf Growoll as a boy was brought up at 
the case. His mastery of every detail of the 
printer’s art stood him in good stead during 
his long career as an editor. He took delight 
in the successive advances—the composing 
machine, the color press, the folding and 
binding devices, which have so much lessened 
the cost of book manufacture. But while no 
one took more pleasure in the exhibits at the 
Grolier Club than he did, it was after all 
what a book contained that interested him 
first and most. Only a month before his un¬ 
timely death I showed him Nelson’s shilling 
reprints of English masterpieces. He was 
particularly pleased with the volume of Bir- 
rell’s essays, with its special preface and por¬ 
trait. He rejoiced that in this series, in other 
series of like merit, only the best literature is 
admitted, always, too, in a worthy presenta¬ 
tion. He told me that France and Germany 
have long enjoyed their classics at similar 
low prices and in equally good editions. Thus,

praisal of literature” such as the American 
Library Association has long had in view.
